They are shortsighted and easily fright- 
ened if you poke a finger at them! 


© Don’t pick up a hamster if you’re wearing dark 
gloves—you'll scare him. Only wear light ones. 


© If your hamster is kept warm and dry in a cage 
large enough for exercise, and if you balance his diet 
properly, he should keep healthy. 


®A good, fully grown golden hamster 
should be about five to six inches long, with 
reddish brown fur on the back and a whitish 
belly and feet. Young hamsters’ ears are 
covered with silky hairs, and as they age, 
the hairs disappear. A healthy young 
hamster should have a plump body and 
soft thick fur. There should be no sores or 
scars. 


® Always see that a mother hamster has plenty of 
nourishing food and milk, because if there isn’t 
enough she will kill her babies.
